LONDON STOCKS 


Stock Market Was in State of 
Utter Demoralization 


Ly Bulletin Leased Wire 
LONDON, July 29. (CW.A.P, Special 


Cable.) —The stock market today was 
in a state of utter demoralization, and 
quotations were purely nominal, Deal- 
ers generally refused to make prices, 
and in well informed circies the an- 


nouncement was made that but for 
the obligations «¢ the fortnightly 
settlement due today, the authorities 
would have closed the exchange. In- 
siders refused to accept sales except 
at thelr own discretion. Quotations, 
therefore, widened considerably and 
were nothing but nominal, asthough 
showing some severe declines. The 
selling was not wild or violent, owing 
to the paralysis injected into the si- 
ation by the refusai of dealers to 
deal. In this manner, too, all the 
foreign selling and dumming of stocks 
on this market was checked, 

The failure of seven firms was an- 
nouncéd today, making eigit in all te 
suspend during this account. Four of 
these firms hammered today were im- 
portant ones, the largest being Her- 
bert 8. Stoneham & Co., an old 
established and long standing firm; 
T. BE. Halstead & Co., and J. G. Re- 
sark. It is known that many other 
houses Whose position has been weak- 
ened by the present crisis have re- 
ceived assistance from the banks. 

Many provincial exchanges 
closed because of the general panic, 
including the Liverpool exchange. Two 
failures were annonuced at Glasgow. 
Trading _on the coffee exchange at 
Havre, france, has been suspended, 
and the bourses of St. Petersburg and 
Amsterdam closed down Consols 
closed here at 71 both for money and 
the settlement, 4% below yesterday's 
prices. At one time they sold at 69% 
a record low price for the present se- 
curity, and one untouched by the 
larger inté@rest bearing ove,
